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Manning Calls 
Church Worship 
A Moral Duty 


HURCHGOING was described as 

a moral obligation of the citizen 
by Bishop William T. Manning (Prot. 
Episcopal), who declared that there 
was no genuine substitute for wor- 
ship in church. To those who argue 
that it is just as Well to worship at 
home he replied that those who wor- 
shipped in their home were regular 
in their church attendance. 

“Our churchgoimg may become a 
mere habit, that ia to say, a merely 
formal act with little real spiritual 
help in it, but if so this is because we 
ourselves let it betome a merely for- 
mal thing. 

“The church is as necessary for the 
preservation and development of the 
spiritual life of men as the school is 
for the development of their intellec- 
tual life. Our life as a nation de- 
pends upon religion. The man who 
negects the church is not meeting his 
full obligation as a citizen. 

“Still another question asked 
‘Can I not worship God out-of-doors, 
in the fields, out wnder the sky, and 
along the roads?’ The answer is two- 
fold. You can most certainly think 
of God and worship Him everywhere 
—but you are not very likely to do 
so unless you also worship Him ‘in 
church. 

“Prayer and worship at home can- 
not take the place of worship in 
church for two freasons—First, be- 
cause we owe to God the public wit- 
ness of our faith in Him and our loy- 
alty to Him; second, because religion 
is not a merely individual and per- 
sonal thing. Religion is not a matter 
only between God and our own souls. 
It means fellowship with each other 
as well as fellowship with God. 

“We do not go @ church only, and 
we do not go chiefly to hear preach 
ing. Preaching has its important 
place. But it is only a means to an 
end. In our churches the altar holds 
the supreme place, not the pulpit. We 
go to church not primarily to listen 
to the words of any man, but to wor- 
ship God, and to lift up our hearts 
to Him in prayer and praise and

ECENTLY a prominent Catholic! the fifties of the last century. The

to the Society of St. Vincent de Paul. 
He stated that it was the members of 
the Society in his own parish that 
first turned his thoughts to the priest- 
hood. The quiet devotion and seal of 
the menibers of the Society made 
them an object of admiration in the 
parish. They were models of Chris- 
tian living and thinking. Every par- 
ish needs men of this type. Their 
example is one of the most effective 
means of developing the religious life 
of the parish. They are the type that 
naturally grow out of the work of the 
St. Vincent de Paul Society. Contact 
with suffering and want seems to have 
an extraordinary spiritual influence 
on men. It clears away the dross of 
selfishness with all the other impuri- 
ties that drag men down to the earth. 

Ozanam, the founder of the St. Vin- 
cent de Paul Society, regarded it is a

the whole mass of society. The charity 


of the members would become contag- 


ious. Capturing the souls of men, it 
would transform all human relations. 
It would raise them from the abyss 
of selfishness to the high plane of 
Christian love.

The Society of St. Vincent de Paul 
throws up a spiritual leadership that 
society needs so sorely. Of its very 
nature the work seems to develop 
apostles. The Vincentian visitors are 
out on ‘the’fringes of society. They 
come into first-hand contact with the 
failures of the pastoral ministry. They 
find their way into large numbers of 
homes that stand in special need of 
the grace and teaching of religion. 
They see large numbers of children 
growing up without the guidance and 
inspiration of religion in their lives. 
In their wanderings through this “no 
man’s territory” they become ac- 
quainted with other missionaries, with 
those who would remedy the ills of 
the poor by giving them a larger 
share of the things of the earth.

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THE “REFORMER” NO LONGER ESTEEMED 

If Luther, or Calvin, or Knox, or Zwinglius were living 
at this time and headed movements for the correction of 
evils in an ecclesiastical organization, it is likely that they 
would not feel complimented by being called “reformers.” 
This word has taken on much odium during the last twenty 
years, so much so that anyone who would think of calling 
himself a reformer would be under great suspicion, and 
anyone who would do the things which would lead others 
té6 call him a reformer might create a little sensation but 
would not be taken seriously. 

And noting how modern writers of history, who them- 
selves are hot partisans in a religious sense, are snatching 
the haloes from the leaders in the so-called reform move- 
meérits of the sixteenth century, we wonder whether these 
were much different in character from the “reformers” of 
our day. They are all represented as having been proud, 
self-willed, intolerant, vindictive, no less than those who are 
leading in fanatical movements of various sorts, whether in 
America or other parts of the world now. 

A truly humble man will try to reform himself and 
would never think of playing the role of reformer in the 
open unless he were deputed to do it by his superiors. 

Truly religious men are not self-willed. Like the Mas- 
ter, their only thought, even though the world goes to the 
bad, is to do the will of Him Who sent them. 

The truly religious man isstolerant of everything except 
error. He cannot be tolerant of it, because it is contradic- 
tory of the written and traditional revelation of God. He 
will not be abusive, call names, and will be motivated only 
by ardent love and zeal in his relations with the people, 
whether they differ from him or not. 

The truly religious man could not be vindictive; yet 
vindictiveness is written all over the lives of most reformers, 
even those of the sixteenth century. 

In a recent biography of John Wesley by John Donald 
Wade, which is reviewed in the New York Times Book Re- 
view by William Troy, we are told of the fanatical, though 
frequently changing views of John Wesley, who is regarded 
as a reformer of earlier reformers. Early in his ministry 
he was committed so strongly to celibacy that he declared: 
“anyone who instigated marriage in the priesthood was a 
minion of carnality.” Then he came to this country and 
fell in love with Sophia Hopkey, at Savannah. While he 
did not marry this girl he wrested from her a consent never 
to marry without his approval. The girl, however, did 
marry another, and “such was Wesley’s wrath that he re- 
garded her as a lost woman and barred her from the altar.” 
But at the age of forty-eight he changed his whole mind and 
married an English woman. 

But John Wesley was far superior to the sixteenth cen- 
tury reformers; at least he did not strive to introduce his 
religion with the help of the state; he was not first an out- 
cast from his own church vefore he started Methodism as a 
distinct organization; he did not repudiate perpetual vows 
which he had made to his God. 

Some day the world will turn to the Catholic Church 
out of utter disgust with “reformers;” they will turn to her 
as to an institution which has taught consistently from the 
beginning, which regards men as men, and appeals for their 
own reformation to their consciences and hearts.
